Ulbricht ini tiated the pro- 
gram of we&Ung cover . organizations (FDGB, FDJ, etc.) and 

also was the . for emo st Sponsor of the KPD- SPD merger* 

Ulbricht made several trips to Moscow in the summer of 1945 to 
gain snpport for bis plaiis «> Stalin himself reportedly favoped mere 
reestablishment of the KPD, since he feared the SPD might outweigh 
the KPD in a me r ged pai'ty« Howeyer, by autumn it had become 
evident that the KPD was unahle to galn any widespread support by 
itself. Ulbricht was then given official support for bis program. 

Contra ry to Ulbricht ’s repeated predictions, the SED failed to 
spread beyond the Bussian Zone and then suffered e- severe d«*feat 
in Berlin in October 1946. As a result Ulbricht was withdrawn 
from his Position as Kommunist Ohief of flfcaff . Düring this period 
it appeared that Paul Merker might be his successcr; fkwever, 

Merker lacked Ulbricht ’s exzellent Moscow -contacts* Ulbricht is 
said to enjoy the especial confidence of Beria. 

In bhe spring of 1947, Ulbricht returned to the scene the expert 
Kommunist program in the western zones of Genaany. He has 
no officxax Position in the Agitprop oection but Ms mala activity 
is furnishing Propaganda material for the Communi st vre 33 in the 
west. 1 nis Propaganda, Intonded to »mobilize the masres in favcr 
of the economic unity of the workers” is based prima rily on the 
plans of western high finance to enslave the workers in the
